rendered incapable of holding any office, 
civil, miliiaiy or judicial, except they ac¬ 
knowledge their belief in a particular eys.

The constitution of Maryland was 
framed at ao early period of the revolu'ion, 
when ancient prejudices had n strong 
iuBuence over the mind, when it was con-

DISEASES OF SHEEP. ! 

As far as 1 have learnt, it bubMn but a 
few years since worms have been diBc.)vered 
to breed in the heads ot sheep, though it it 
probable they have, from time immemorial. 
They are not only found in the heads of 
sheep but also in the deer of our forest.
